Applicant continues to argue 
that the specification teaches specific binding and that it thus teaches antibodies that do not bind to SEQ ID NO: 52. As was 
stated in the previous office action, "specific" does not mean "exclusive". There is nothing in the specification that provides a 
definition other than the art-standard definition of specific binding as high affinity, competable. saturable binding.
